Requests  were  made  by  the  successive  chiefs  of  the 
prisoner-of-war  camp  regarding  the  supply  of  provisions. 
Despite  the  fact  that  the  acquisition  of  oommodltles 
•was  then  exceedingly  difficulty  the  company  used  to 
supply  at  the  beginning  one  bowl  of  Japanese  noodles 
per  person  at  luncheon  time  when, however ,  the  stock  of 
noodles  v/as  exhausted,  the  compaiiy*  supplied  dried 
biscuits  or  other  foodstuffs  Instead.  When  the  general 
food  sltuatltn  in  the  country  became  worse  as  a  result 
of  the.  shortage  In  staple  ooinmcxlitles  and  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  staples  in  this  manner  became  utterly  Impossible, 
the  company  bought  vegetables  etc.  as  a  substitute  for 
the  staple  food  supplied  by  the  company  and  supplied 
them  to  the  prisoners.  Furthermore,  considering  the 
physical  characteristics  of  Europeans  and  Americans,  the 
company  supplied  the  prisoners  with  tea,  tobacco,  salt 
and  vegetables  of  the  season  as  a  luxury  In  addition  to 
the  supply  of  cattle  blood  and  offal  meats  etc.  (S  B  /  14). 


4.  The  Hitachi  Mine  Office  of  the  Nippon  rining  Industry 
Company  Ltd.  (Hitachi  Machl,  TbcragJ  Prefecture). 

With  the  request  that  the  supply  of  food  for  night 
workers  should  be  140  grammes  of  rice  or  barley  per  day 
per  capita,  and  that  in  case  substitutes  ‘ were' 
supplledythe  volume  should  be  doubled,  tho  company 
complied  and  distributed  tho  foodst\iffs  for  one  month 
onde  each  month.  (SB/14).

5.  The  Tsuruml  Aircraft  Factory  of  the  'Msnhln  Flour 
Company,  (Yokohama  City) . 

(d)  Because  of  the  principal  activity  of  the  company 
being  In  the  foodstuffs  Industry,  the  company  supplied 
10  to  15  bales  of  flour  rpset*vnd  for  research  every 
month,  and  bread,  fat,  salt,  etc.  at  times,  at  the 
company's  expense  In  addition  to  tho  supply  by  the 
military.  So  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food  were 
superior  to  those  of  the  average  Japanese  people  at  the 
time  and  were  considered  to  be  sufficient  to  maintain 
the  health  of  the  prisoners  of  war. 

(e)  The  military  and  the  officials  of  the  detachment 
camp  were  eager  to  collect  foodstuffs,  and  as  for  the 
shortage  of  vegetables  was  concerned,  by  renting 
adjacent  land  of  several  hundred  tsubo  owned  bv  the 
Nippon  Electric  Distributing  Company,  they  put  the 
prisoners  of  war  to  Individual  work  on  Its  cultivation 
In  their  spare  time  so  as  to  raise  a  supplementary 
vega table  supply.  According  to  the  wishes  of  the 
military,  the  company  at  times  also  distributed  special 
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purchases  to  the  P.O.W.'s'at  the  company's  expense  . (SB/14 ) 

6.  The  Ohml  Factory  of  the  T?lectT'lc  Chemical  Industry 
Company, (Ohml  Cho',  Niigata  Prefecture). 

A.  The  quality  of  foodstuffs  supplied  was  according  to 
militai^  regulations  and  it  was  cookod  by  the  P.C.'V.'s 
under  the  supervision  end  according  to  the  memos  the 
m.llltary  for  their  own  meals. 

For  the  purpose  of  giving  nutrition  to  the  P.O.W., 
cattle,  pigs,  goats,  etc.  ”»ero  purchased  once  a  month 
at  blackrarVret  rri^Q*’  vere  secretly  butchered  for 
the  P.O.vI's  diet.  The  difference  botv/eon  the 'Officially 
fixed  prices  and  the  blackmarket  price  was  bomo  by  the 
employer.  In  addition  to  the  above,  a  lot  of  fruit, 
tomatoes,  etc.  was  supplied. 

At  the  work  shoo,  a  ^ood  supply  section  ’.vac  set  up 
in  the  factory,  and  baked  bread  was  uupplied  as  follows 
in  addition  to  the  food  provided  by  tlic  military: 

a.  2  pieces  (equivalent  to  1,5  go  rice)  for  night  .vorkers . 

b.  1  piece  (equivalent  to  1  go  rico)  for  daytime  workers. 

c.  Salt  and  'iniso*  for  fumaoe  workers.  (WB — 7). 

7.  The  Naoetsu  Factory  of  the  Shlne.tsu  Chemical  Industry 
Company,  Ltd.  (Naoetau)* 

The  employers  were  frequently  called  together  and 
vegetables,  fish  were  requested.  The  factory,  therefore, 
supplied  them  to  tho  fullest  extent.  Th’  total  coat  of 
this  supply  amounted  to  Y13,192.00.  Besides  the  above, 
when  vegetables  v/ere  scarce  in  June,  July  and  August, 

1945,  the  factory  supplied  them  by  its  own  efforts. 

From  September,  1944  to  August  15,  1945.200  gramme 
rice  balls  were  regularly  supplied  by  the  fadtory. 

As  the  nutritions  supply  of  food  by  the  factory  was 
as  follows: 

Bouillon- -from  September,  1944  to  August,  1945. 

Fruit  --apples,  po ’'s  i  mm.one  ,  tar.gerlaas  etc.  according 
to  the  season.

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the  employer  supplied  baked  bread  as  on  extra  meal  as

3.  In  compliance  with  the  request  by  N^GISHI,  the  chief 
of  the  detachment  camp,  the  factory  provided  the  follow¬ 
ing  supplies:  (The  following  were  provided  by  the  factory 
in  addition  to  the  rations  provided  by  the  military).

(g)  As  a  food  suopleraent  the  company  supplied  berf 
bones,  whale,  etc.  at  tlie  cenpany'o  expense.  Furthermore 
at  the  workshop  of  the  company,  pan  cakes  hash  etc.  were 
served  for  the  P.O.V/.'s. 

The  TOBISHIMA-Ouml  Company,  Ltd. 

(a)  In  the  matter  of  feed  for  the  P.O.'V.’s  the  company 
Was  asked  by  the  Chief  of  the  detachment  camp  and  the 
officials  of  the  P.O.v/.  camp  to  malce  additional  supplies 
of  food.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  guidance  and 
the  labour  of  the  P.O.'J.s  according  to  the  principles 
of  the  Chief  of  the  P.O.W,  Camp  and  the  Chief  of  the 
Detachment  Camp,  the  company  apared  no  pains  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  authorities  and  not  only  msde  every 
effort  to  obtain  materials  locally  but  also  suppliea  a 
part  of  provisions  whlcl;  the  company  received  as  a 

special  ration  for  Japanese  workers.

1.  A  soup  c'jntnliilr.g  WO  grrimnes  of  vegetable  and  some 
fish  bones  and  fish  meut  was  supplied  at  the  working 
place  at  luncheon  everf  day.  7, 'hen  the  operation 
efflcloney  progressed,  a  I^ash  contaJnnlng  200  grammes 
of  vegetal  le  and  70  grt.minos  of  rice  was  supplied  when 
the  operotlon  was  flniihed  lu  order  to  renew  the 

strength  of  the  PCW»s.  v.  ^ 

2.  In  view  of  water-f;*ont  stevedoring  being  hard 
labour,  8  go  of  soya-bc ana  per  head  per  day  were 
supplied  to  those  who  ettendod  unloading  or  loading 
work. 

3.  When  tho  P.0.7/. 'a  worked  by  day  and  night  shift 
in  the  refinery  one  to  two  pieces  of  bivad  (^nch’ 
weighing  75  grammee)  were  sv.pplled  dally  to  those  wnc 

worked  at  night . 

4.  After  yebruarv,  1944,  in  order  to  increase  oalorlos, 
blood 'la^astinbd  and  bones  of  10  head  of  cattle  per  month 

If  it  was  not  availnblo  those  of  head  of  3  cattle  per 
month,  averaging  7  head  a  month  w«re  supplied. 

6.  Besides  the  above,  fish  meals,  fresh  fish, salted 
dried  fish,  spices  and  peppe rs^ fruit ,  etc.  were  supplied 

at  ro<iulred  for  the  cooking  of  the 

above  supply  tmlso,  so.r,  salt,  etc.)  fish  and  ether 
materials  were  supplleil  even  oy  tho  reduction  of  the 
general  employees*  ratt.oned  materials  all  of  which 
amounted  to  more  chan  uhat  for  tho  company’s  employees, 
Asa  result  the  company  was  bitterly  criticized  not 
only  by  its  employees  but  by  the  people,  both  official 
and  civil  of  tho  locality.  (SB— 16) 

15.  The  Innoshlma  Dookya;^  of  the  Hldachl  Shipbuilding 
Company,  Ltd. 

(a)  In  accordance  with  the  request  made  by  Captain 
NOVCTO,  the  chief  of  the  detachment  camp,  tho  company 

arranged  to  supply  the  additional  rice  ration 
(240  grammes  per  day),  which  was  supposed  to  be  supplied 
to  those  general  employees  who  worked  more  than  fovir 
hours  overtime, to  those  P.O.W.’s  who  worked  only  eight 
hours  of  dally  labour. 
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th)  As  requested  by  Captain  NOMOTO,  the  chief  of  the 

-'detachment  camp,  a  large  amount  of  tangerines  and  sweet 
potatoes  were  supplied  as  special  supplementary  provision-: 
because  the  looallty  was  noted  for  thene  products. 

(c)  In  compllar.oe  with  the  request  of  Captain  NOMOTO, 

'  the  chief  of  tho  caap,  the  P.O.W. Dormitory  was  placed 

on  separate  tcccunting  outside  the  normal  company  ration 
so  that  It  could  purchase  extra  goods. 

(d)  Complying  with  the  request  of  Captain  NOMOTO,  the 
chief  of  the  camp, the  company  bought  a  boat,  and 

•  .fishing  nrouni  tie  nearby  shores  exerted  .Itseli  to 
acquire  fresh  foods.  (SB--17) 

16.  The  Kanmon  Area  Harbour  Transportation  Association. 

In  the  case  of  t.C.^.'s  engaged  In  stevedoring  works, 
the  responsible  party  supplied  a  rloe-ball  of  200 
grammes  as  tiffin  and  3  additional  cigarettes.  (Should 
..  the  work  last  long,  additional  food  and  cigarettes 
were  supplied).  (WB--16) 

17.  The  Klta-Matsuura  Coal-Mine  of  the  SUMITOMO  Senryu 
Mining  Company. 

In  addition  to  the  supply  by  the  military,  the 
mine  supplied  one  £0  of  flour  per  day.  Besides  the 
above ,  the  mine  supplied  tangerines . . (WB--16) . 
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
